reconstructed since 1945. Though the present bulldings are 
widely distributed throughout the factory compound, it is 
expected that the plant's facilities will be expanded in time. 
The management is in civilian hands and wmiforms in the area 
are relatively rare. Laborers working on new projects are 
directed by a German PW) engineer named Kurt Kr&tsch. 


4 The factory compound can be entered through the main entrance 
in the southeast corner. On the right hand.side of the entrance, 
parallel to the fence, are long workshops and warehouses. ‘The 
main thoroughfare of the plant leads directly to the large roll- 
ing mill (approximately 450 x 150 meters), the open hearth 
furnaces (10 to 12), and the two blast furnaces, one of which is 
for the treatment of iron ore, the other for the treatment of 
manganese ore. Beyond the far end of the rolling mill there is 
a new building which is reported to serve as a power station. 
In the northwest corner of the compound @ camp for Russien 
prisoners is located within the so-called Blass factory. 


5. Operational coke, produced in the coke worka about one mile 
distant from the Konstantinovka works, is trensported over the 
latter's own funicular railway. In the immediate vicinity of 
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the coke works is an electric motor works reported to be in 
fullsscale production. About two kilometers in s« westerly 
direction tiere ls a glue works, the so-called "Zine Foundry".

The factory's installations, re-equipped with German end 
Anerican machines sines the post-war recunstruction, can be 
considered modern, except for the two blast furnaces, which, 
» are quite primitive. However, the 
mecnouical installations were carelessly randled and, es a 
result, made a very bed impression a short time after their 
ussenbling, had been completed, In the rolling nill, erranged 
around thred rolling trains, eact: individual installation is 
separately driven with an electrlse motor.
